6. (Original) The panel of claim 1, wherein the fiber is a natural plant fiber. 

7. (Original) Tire panel of claim 6, wherein the fiber is selected from the group 
consisting of wood flour, sugaycane bagasse, hemp, coconut coir, jute, kenaf, sisal, flax, coir 
pith, rice-hulls and cotton, ana combinations thereof. 

8. (Original/ The panel of claim 1, wherein the polymeric material is 
polyethylene, polypropylene and combinations thereof. 
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9. (Original) The panel of claim 8 wherein /the polyethylene is selected from low 
density polyethylene, high density polyethylene, linear low/density polyethylene and linear high 
density polyethylene. 

10. (Original) The panel of claim 1 wherein adjacent members of the plurality of 
vertically extending members are connected togetheryby a web of material.

(a) from about 40 percent to 75 percent natural fiber; 

(b) from about 20 percent to 60 percent of a synthetic polymeric material; 

(c) up to about 3 percent coupling agent; 

(d) up to about 1 percent of XJjJ stabilizer; 

(e) up to about 0.5 percent antioxidant; 

(f) up to about 2 percent pigment; 

(g) up to about 5 percent fungicide; and 

(h) up to about 20 percent flame retardant. 

12. (Original) The panel of claim 11, wherein the construction panel has an 
impact rating of class 3 or 4 under UL standard 2218.

13. (Original) The panel of claim 11, wherein the fiber is a natural plant fiber.
